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Continuation of 11. does NOT place the application in condition for allowance because: On pages 9-14, applicant argues that Kanno, 
Nishikori, and Ozawa fail to disclose the clock pulses as claimed. While the applicant's points are understood, the examiner respectfully 
disagrees. Ozawa discloses in column 4, lines 37-40, generating two different clock pulses, the first clock pulse having a higher frequency 
than the second clock pulse. Ozawa also discloses in column 2, line 66 - column 3, line 36, that using an endoscope based on one 
frequency alone can lead to a deteriorated quality of the image. Ozawa further discloses in column 3, lines 40-49, outputting data on the 
basis of the clock signals. The examiner relied upon Kanno to teach changing from the endoscopic image scene to the patient data list 
display. Therefore the combination, taken as a whole, teach the limitations as claimed. Therefore the rejection has been maintained. 
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
